HIS hath been a long fortnight, for ſo long it is ſince I 

wrote to my very dear friend; but I waited to ſend him 
a bundle of good news together. Bleſſed be Gon, I am not 
diſappointed of my hope. Since my laſt, I have preached ſe- 
veral times in Glouceffer ſhire, where the people, as well as the 
unworthy preacher, drank plentifully of the good wine of the 
kingdom.

\URELY our Gob is a prayer-hearing; promiſe:keepitig 
Goyp, He delights to diſappoint out fears, and even ex- 
ceeds our hopes. On the ſeventh inſtant we left Graveſend; on 
the eighth we paſſed through the downs, and yeſterday we an- 
chored in this port. Through the channel we met not with 
the leaſt obſtruction, neither had we the leaſt contrary wind 
all the way. Cape Finiſterre; the Burlings, and the rock of 
Liſbon, (high- lands we deſired to make) we came directly up- 
on, and though the wind was very high, yet being ſor us, it 
was not ſo trdubleſome, but (like ſanctified afflictions to the 
chriſtian) drove us nearer to our deſired haven. We are no 
lying before a large place, where we ſee hundreds going 1 
worſhip in their way: We have juſt been at ours, and T truſt 
I have felt ſomething of that reſt, which remains, even on this 
fide eternity, for the people of Gop. You and yours are not 
forgotten by me at his throne. No, I remember you night '- 
and day, and am longing for that happy time, when we ſhall. 
part no more; Though ſent without a friend to return with 
me, yet I am not left alone. I thank the LoxD of all Lords, 
for honouring me fo far as to employ me on ſuch expeditions 
us theſe. O my Gon, what am I, that I ſhould be called to 
leave my native country; and to ſacrifice not only my carnal 
but ſpiritual affections for thee ! Thy preſence on earth, thy 
preſetice in heaven, will make amends for all.

LETTER MXXXV. 
; To Ar. a rng 
My dear Friend, Liſbon, April 1, 17 54. 


Y this time, I ſuppoſe, you have heard of my arrival at 
Liſbon, and are wondering what led me thither, eſpecially 
bee my laſt informed * of my intention to go to Georgia by 


way 
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way of New-York: This was really my deſign at the time of 
my writing; but being afterward called by Providence to take 
with me ſeveral orphan children, I thought it moſt adviſeable 
to go and ſettle them, and my other domeſtic affairs, at the 
Orphan-houſe firſt, that I might viſit the northern parts of 
America with more eaſe and freedom in my own mind.—It 
happened that the Succeſs, Captain Thomſon, bound for Port- 
Royal, South- Caralina, (which is not very far from Georgia) 
was then almoſt ready to fail.—-I ſent for the Owner, and 
finding that the ſhip was to touch at Liſben to unload ſome 
wheat, it occaſioned a little demur ; but, upon ſecond 
thoughts, believing it might be ſerviceable to me, as a preacher 
and proteſtant, to ſee ſomething of. the ſuperſtitions of the 
church of Rome, I took my paſſage, and embarked in the Sues | 
ceſi the th of March. On the 14th we reached Cape Finifter, 
On the 15th came in ſight of the Burlings ; and on the 16th 
anchored ſafe before Bellem, about four miles diſtance from 
Liſbon, the metropolis of Portugal. As I knew nobody there, 
and had formed but an indifferent idea of the inhabitants, from 
the account that had been given me of them, I had purpoſed 
within myſelf to keep on board, and go aſhore only now and 
then jn the day-time. But Providence ſo ordered. it, that a 
gentleman of the factory, who had heard me himſelf, and, 
whoſe brother had been awakened under my miniſtry ſeveral 
years ago, immediately, on hearing of my arrival, ſent me an 
offer of his houſe during my ſtay. I thankfully accepted it; 
and ſpecial leaye being procured for my going aſhore, -I was 
carried in a chaiſe and pair from Bellem to Liſbon. A new 
ſcene, both in reſpe& to the ſituation of the place, the faſhion 
of the buildings, and the dreſs of the inhabitants, preſented: ' 
itſelf all the way. But what engaged my attention moſt, was 
the number of crucifixes, and little i images of the Virgin Mary, 
and of other real or reputed ſaints, which were placed almoſt 
In every ſtreet, or fixed againſt the walls of the houſes almoſt 
at every turning, with lamps hanging before them. To theſe, 
I obſeryed the people bow as they paſſed along; and near ſome 
of them ſtood ſeveral little companies, ſinging with great 
earneſtneſs. T bis ſeemed to me very odd, and gave me an 
idea of what further eccleſiaſtical curioſities would probably 
fall in my ſs if I ſhould be detained here we time, Theſe 

EX- 
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expectations were quickly raiſed ; for, not long after my arr{« 
val at my new lodgings, (where I was. received and enter- 
_ tained with great gentility, ho pans and friendlineſs) upon 
looking out of the window, 1 ſaw a company of prieſts and 
friars bearing lighted wax-tapers, and attended by various ſorts - 
of people, ſome of which had bags and baſkets of victuals in 
their hands, and others carried proviſions” upon their ſhoul- 
ders on ſticks between two, After theſe, followed a mixed 
multitude, ſinging with a very audible voice, and addre 
the Virgin Mary in their uſual ftrain, © Ora pro nobis.“ In 
this manner they proceeded to the priſon, where all was de- 
poſited for the uſe of the poor perſons confined therein. But 
a far more pompous proceſſion of the like nature (as a ſtander- 
by informed me) paſſed by a few days before. In this 
there were near three hundred Franciſcan friars, many of which 
(beſides porters hired for the purpoſe) were loaded with a va- 
riety of food ; and thoſe who bore no burden, carried either 
ladles or ſpoons in their hands. Sights of this nature being 
quite a novelty to me, I was fond of attending as many of 
them as I could. Two things concurred to make them more 
frequent at this juncture, — the ſeaſon of Lent, — and an ex- 
ceſſive drought, which threatened the total deſtruction of the 
fruits of the earth. For the averting ſo great a judgment, and 
for the imploring the much longed-for blefling of rain, daily 
proceſſions bad been made from one convent or another, for a 
conſiderable time. One of theſe I ſaw : it was looked upon as 


a pretty grand one, being made up of the Carmelite friars, the 


pariſh prieſts, and a great number of what they call the bro- 
thers of the ke: who walked two by two in divers habits, 
holding a long and very large lighted wax-taper in their right 
hands. Amidſt theſe was earried, upon eight or ten mens 
ſhoulders, a tall image of the Virgin Mary, in a kind of man's 
attire ; for I think ſhe had a very fine white wig on her head, 
(a dreſs ſhe often appears in) and was much adorned with 
| Jewels and glittering ſtones. At ſome diſtance from the Lady, 
under a large canopy of ſtate, and ſupported likewiſe by fix 
or eight perſons, came a prieſt, holding in his hand ſome noted 
relic. After him, followed ſeveral thouſands of people, joining 
with the friars in ſinging, Eandem cantilenam, Ora pro nobis, 
nd Still rain was denied, and ſtill proceſſions were 
continued, 
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continued. At length the clouds began to gather, and the 
mercury in the barometer fel] very much, Then was brought 
out a wooden image, which they ſay never failed. It was the 
figure of our bleſſed Lox, cloathed with purple robes, and 
crowned with thorns. I think they call him the Lox p or 

THE PAsSI0N, Upon his ſhoulders he bore. a large croſs, 
under the weight of which he was repreſented as ſtooping, 
till his body bent almoſt double, He was brought from the 
Le Graſs convent in very great pomp, and placed in a large 
cathedral church. Being on board at that time, I loſt this 
ſight ; but the ſubſequent evening I beheld the SkIqNEUR 
fixed on an eminence in a Jarge cathedral church, near the 
altar, ſurrounded with wax tapers of a prodigious ſize, He 
was attended by many noblemen, and thouſands of ſpectators of 
all ranks and ſtations, who crouded from every quarter, and in 
their turns, were admitted by the guards to come within the 
rails, and perform their devotions. This they expreſſed by 
| Kneeling, and kifling the SiongUn's heel, by putting their 
left and right eye to it, and then touching it with their beads, 
which a gentleman | in waiting received from them, and then 
returned again. This ſcene was repeated for three days ſuc- 
ceſſively; and during all this time, the church and ſpace be- 
fore it was ſo thronged with carriages and, people, that there | 
was ſcarce any paſſing. The muſic on this occaſion was ex- 
tremely ſoft, and the church was illuminated in a very ſtriking 
manner, The third day in the forenoon it rained, and ſoon 
after the SEIGNEUR was conducted home in as great ſplendour, 
and with much greater rejoicing, than when he was brought 
forth. As my ſituation was very commodious, I ſaw the 
whole; and afterwards went and heard part of the ſermon, 
which was delivered before him, in the church to which th 

SEIGNEUR belonged, The preacher was full of action; an 
in ſome part of his diſcourſe, (as one who underſtood Portu- 
gueſe informed me) pointing to the image, he ſaid, & Now he 
is at reſt. He went out in juſtice, but is retwined | in mercy.” 
And towards the conclufion, he called upon the people to join 
with him in an extempore prayer. This they did with great 
fe;yency, which was expreſſed not only by repeating it aloud, 
but by beating their breaſts, and clapping their checks, and 
weeping _ —To a the Pins immediately 
1 aſteg 
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after the delivery of the bleſſing, all on a ſudden, from the 
place near which the image ſtood, there was heard a moſt ſoft 
and ſoothing ſymphony of muſio, which being ended, the aſ- 
ſembly broke up, and I returned to my lodgings ; not a little 
affected, to ſee ſo many thouſands led away from the fimplicity 
of the goſpel, by ſuch a mixture of human artifice and blind 
ſuperſtition, of which indeed I could have formed no idea, 
bad I not been an eye witneſs. This concern was Mill in- 


(creaſed, by what I heard from ſome of my fellow paſſengers, 


who informed me, that about eleven one night, after I came 


aboard, they not only heard a friar preaching moſt fervently 


before the SEIGNEUR, but alſo ſaw ſeveral companies of peni- 
tents brought in, laſhing and whipping themſelves ſeverely. 
How little unlike this, to thoſe who cut themſelves with 
Knives and lancets, and cried out from morning till night, 
4 O Baal, hear us.” --—Methinks I hear you ſay, ** And had 
1 been preſent, I ſhould have wiſhed for the ſpirit of an Elijah 

to—” Huſh, my friend, I am &ntent to gueſs at the reſt till 
we meet. In the mean while, let us comfort ourſelves with 


this thought, that there is a ſeaſon approaching, when the 


Lord Gon of Elijah will himſelf come, and deſtroy this and 
every other ſpecies of antichriſt, by the breath of his mouth, 
and the brightneſs of his appearing, even by the all-conquer- 


- Ing manifeſtations of his eternal Spirit. Whether as men, 


chriſtians, and proteſtants, we have not more and more reaſon 


to pray night and day, for the haſtening on of that glorious 
and long wiſhed-for period, you will be better able to judge, 


when 1 ſend you (as I purpoſe to do, if I have time) a further 
account of a Lent proceſſion or two, of which I was alſo a 


ſpectator At preſent I can only beg a continual remem-

LETTER MXXXVI. 
| To the Same. DL Fe 
My dear Friend, Liſbon, April 3, 1754. 
HOUGH ſome other buſineſs demands my attention, 
yet I muſt not forget the promiſe made you of a further 


account of the proceſſions I ſaw at Liſban. —— Some of thoſe 
already 
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already mentioned, were extraordinary, by reaſon of their great 
drought ; but that which is to be the ſubjeQ of my preſent 
letter, was an annual one: it being cuſtomary at Liſbon to en- 
hibit ſome proceſſion or another every Friday in Lent. An 
intelligent Proteſtant, who ſtood near me, was fo good as to 
be my interpreter of the dumb ſhew as it paſſed along. I ſay 
dumb ſhew: for you muſt know it was chiefly made up of 
waxen or wooden images, carried on mens ſhoulders through 
the ſtreets, intending to repreſent the life and death of St. Fran- 
cis, the founder of one of their religious orders, They were 
brought out from the Franciſcan convent, and were preceded 
by three perſons in ſcarlet habits, with baſkets in their hands, 
in which they received the alms of the ſpectators, far the benę- 
fit of the poor priſoners. After theſe, came two little boys in 
party-coloured cloaths, with wings fixed on their ſhoulders, 
in imitation of little angels. Then appeared the figure of 
St. Francis, very gay and beau-like, as he uſed to be before 
his converſion. In the next, he was introduced under con- 
viction, and conſequently ſtript of his finery. Soon after 
this, was exhibited an image of our bleſſed Loxp himſelf, in 
a purple gown, with long black hair, with. St. Francis lying 
before him, to receive his immediate orders. Then came the 
Virgin Mother, (horreſco refarens) with CHRIST her fon at 
her left hand, and St. Francis making his obeiſance to both, 
——Here, if I remember aright, he made his firſt appearance 
in his friar's habit, with his hair cut ſhort, but not as yet ſhaved 
in the crown of his head. After a little ſpace, followed a 
mitred Cardinal gaudily attired, ard before him lay St. Francis | 
almoſt proſtrate, in order to be confirmed in his office, Soon 
after this, he appears quite metamorphoſed into a monk, | his 
crown ſhorn, bis habit black, and his loins girt with a knotted 
cord. Here he prays to our Saviour hanging on a croſs, that 
the marks of the wounds in his hands, feet, and ſide, might de 
impreſſed on the ſame parts of his body. The prayer. is. - 
granted ; blood comes from the hands, feet, and fide ; and the 
ſaint, with great devotion, receives the impreſſions. This was 
repreſented by red waxen ſtrings, reaching from thoſe parts of 
the image to the correſponding parts of St. Franas's body. 
Upon this he begins to do wonders z and therefore, in a little 
while, he is carried along, as holding up a houſe which was 

Juſt 
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Juſt falling. This miracle, they ſay, was performed (if my in- 
formation be true) at Madrid, but the particulars of its hiſtory 
I have forgotten. At length the father dies, and is brought 
forth lying in his grave. But lo! the briars and nettles under 
which he lay, are turned into fine and fragrant flowers. After 
this he is borne along upon a bier covered with a filver pal}, 
and four friars lamenting over him. He then appears for 
me laſt time, but with an increaſe of power; for he was re- 
preſented as drawing tormented people out of purgatory with 
his knotted cord, which, as you may well imagine, the poor 
ſouls catched at, and took hold of very eagerly. At length 
came a gorgeous friar under a ſplendid canopy, bearing in his 
hand a piece of the holy croſs. After him followed two more 
little winged boys, and then a long train of fat and well-fa- 
voured Franciſcans, with their Calceis Feneftratis, as Erafimns 
calls them; and fo the proceflion ended. Methinks I hear you 
ſay, It is full time ;”—and fo fay I: for as the fight itſelf | 
diſguſted me, fo 1 am perſuaded the bare narration of it, 
though ever fo ſhort, cannot be very pleaſant to one who I. 
know abhors every thing that ſavours of ſuperſtition and idol= 
atry. We will therefore take our leave of St. Francis, whoſe, 
proceſſion was in the day time: but I muſt tell you it is only 
to inform you of another of a much more awful and ſhockin 
nature, which I ſaw afterwards at night. About ten o'clock, 
being deeply engaged in converſation with my kind hoſt, in 
came an Engliſoman, and told me in all haſte, that he had ſden 
a train of near two hundred penitents paſſing along, and that 
in all probability I might be gratified with the ſame ſight, if I 
haſtencd to a place whither he would conduct me. I very. 
readily obeyed the ſummons, and, as curioſity quickened my 
pace, we ſoon came up with ſome of thoſe poor creatures, 
who were then making a halt, and kneeling in the ftreet, 
whilſt a friar from a high croſs, with an image of our Lok 
crucified in his hand, was preaching to them and the popu- 
lace with great vehemence. Sermon being ended, the peni- 
tents went forwards, and ſeveral companies followed after 
with their reſpective preaching friars at their head, bearing 
crucifixes, Theſe they pointed to and brandiſhed frequently, 
and the hearery as frequently beat their breaſts, and clapped 
their cheeks. At proper pauſes they ſtopped and prayed, and 
done 
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dne of them, more zealous than the reſt, before the King's pa- 
lace, ſounded the word penitentia through a ſpeaking trumpet. 
The penitents themſelves were clothed and covered all over 
with white linen veſtments, only holes were made for their 
eyes to peep out at. All were bare-footed, and all had long 
heavy chains faſtened to their ancles, which, when d 
along the ſtreet, made a diſmal rattling : but though alike in 
dreſs, yet in other reſpects there was great variety amongſt 
them. For ſome carried great ſtones on their backs, and 
others dead mens bones and ſkulls in their hands. Some bore 
large and ſeemingly very heavy croſſes upon their ſhoulders, 
whilſt others had their arms extended quite wide, or carried a 
bow full of ſwords with the points downwards. Moſt of them 
whipped and laſhed themſelves, ſome with cords, and qthers 
with flat bits of iron. It being a moonſhine night, I could 
ſee them quite well; and indeed ſome of them ſtruck ſo hard, 
that I perceived their backs (left bare on purpoſe to be flaſhed) _ 
were quite red, and ſwoln very much by the violence and re- 
petition of the blows. Had my dear friend been there, he 
would have joined with me in ſaying, that the whole ſcene. 
was horrible ;—ſo horrible, that, being informed it was to be 
continued till morning, I was glad to return from whence I 
came about midnight. Had you been with me, I know 
you would have joined with me in praifing and gratefully 
adoring the Lok p of all lords, for the great wonder of the re- 
formation, and alſo for that glorious deliverance wrought out 
for us à few years paſt, in defeating the unnatural rebellion. 
O what a mighty ſpirit and power from on bigh muſt Luther, 
Calvin, Melan&hon, Zuinglius, and thoſe glorious reformers, 
be neceſſarily endued with, who dared firſt openly to oppoſe and 
ſtem ſuch a torrent of ſuperſtition and ſpiritual tyranny ! 
and what gratitude owe we to thoſe, who, under Gop, were 
inftrumental in ſaving us from the return of ſuch ſpiritual 
lavery, and ſuch blind obedience to a papal power ! To have 
had a papiſt for our king ;—a papiſt, if not born, yet from his 
infancy nurſed up at Rome; — a papiſt, one of whoſe ſons is 
advanced to the eccleſiaſtical dignity of a Cardinal, and both 
under the ſtrongeſt obligations to ſupport the intereſt of that 
church, whoſe ſuperſtitions, as well as political ftate princi- 
ples, they have ſucked in, and imbibed even from their infancy,

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But, bleſſed be God; the ſnare is broken, and we are deli 


vered. O for proteſtant practices to be added to proteſtant 
principles! O for an obediential acknowledgment to the 
ever · bleſſed Gop for our repeated deliverances !

ROVID ENCE ill detains us at Liſbon, and therefore 
\ I-know you will be enquiring what more news from 
es ! Truly, as extraordinary as ever For I have now 
feen the folemnities of an Haly- Thur ſday, which is a very hig 
day in this mettopolis, and particularly remarkable for the 
grand illuminations of the churches, and the king's waſhing 
' twelve poor men's feet. Through the intereſt of a friend, I 
got admittance into the gallery where the ceremony was per- 
formed.” It was large, and hung with tapeſtry ; one piece of 
-whicturepreſented the humble Ixsus waſhing the feet of his 
r F twelve 
| men 
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men in black. At the upper end, and in ſeveral other parts of 
the gallery, were fide-boards of latge gold and ſilyer baſons and 
ewers molt curiouſly, wrought ; and near theſe a large table 
covered with a variety of diſhes, all cold, ſet aff and garniſhed 
after the Fartugueſe faſhion! Public high maſs being over, 
his majeſty came in attended: vith his nobles, Who ſeemed to 
me to look like ſo many Romun ſenaturs. The act of u 
the feet, I. did got get in time anough t ſte; but that being 
ended, ſeveral of the young nhoblemen / ſeryed u the-difhes to 
the king's brothet and undes theſe again Handed them to 
bis majeſty, who gave (I think) twelve of them in all to each 
poor man Evety thing was carried on with a great deal of 
decency und good humour. Tbe young noblemem ſerved very 
chear fully; their ſeniors looked quite pleaſed, and the king 
and his royal relations behaved in 2 very politez eaſy manner; 
upon the whole, though ab you: may eaſily gueſa it was not 
an exact copy of the tapeſtry, yet, as the poot mens cloaths 
and food, when ſold, came to about ten moideres ; and as/there 
was little mixture of ſuperſtition in it, I cannot iſay hut I W 
as well pleaſed with my morging's entertainment ad with way 
ching I had ſcen ſince my arrivah I believe the:whole took 
up near two hours. After dinnet we went to ſee the thurehed ; 
but the magnifience and ſumptuduſneſi of the furniture ca- 
not well be expreſſed. Many of them were hung on the be- 
caſiom with purple damaſk trimmed with gold. In one of them 
there was a ſolid ſilver altar. of ſeveral yards circarafererite; 
and near twelve ſteps high: and in another à gold one; ANI 
more magnificent, of about the ſame dimenſions; Its baſis 
was ſtudded with many precious ſtones, and near the top were 
placed ſilver images, in repteſentation of angels. Each ſtep 
was filled with large ſilver candleſticks, with wax-tapers' in 
them, which going up by u regulat aſcent, till they formed 
themſelves into a pyramid, made a moſt glitteriug and ſplendid 
blaze. The great altars alſo of the other ebufches were illu- 
minated moſt profuſely, and ſilver pots of artificial flowers, 
with a large wax taper between each, were fixed all round 
ſeveral of them. Between theſe, were large paintings in black 
and white, «repreſenting the different parts of out Saviour's 
. paſſioh, And, in ſhort; all was fo magnificently, ſo ſuper- 
 ftitiouſly grand, that I am perfunded ſeveral. thouſands of

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pounds would not defray the expences '6f this" one day. 
'Go which way you would, nothing was to be ſeen but 
'Dluminations within, and hurry without. — For all per- 
ſons, princes and crowned heads themſelves not excepted, 
are obliged on this day to viſit ſeven churches or altars, in 
(imitation, as is ſuppoſed, of our Lord's being hurried from 
one tribunal to another, before he was condemned to be hung 
upon the croſs. I ſaw the queen paſs by in great ſtate to 
viſit three of them. Velvet cuſhions were carried before her 
Majeſty, and boards laid along the ſtreets for herſelf and re- 
tinue to walk upon. Guards attended before and behind, 
and thouſands of ſpectators ſtood on each ſide to gaze at them 
as they paſſed along. Being deſirous of ſeeing the manner of 
their entrance, we got into the laſt church before they came. 
It was that of St. Domingo, where was the gold altar before 
mentioned, and at which her Majeſty and train knelt about a 
quarter of an hour,—All the while, the Dominican friars ſung 
moſt ſurpriſingly ſweet. But as I ſtood near the altar, over 
- againſt the great door, I muſt confeſs my very inmoſt ſoul 
was ſtruck: with a ſecret horror, when, upon looking up, I 
ſaw over the front of the great window of the church, the 
: heads of many hundred Fews, painted on canvas, who 
had been condemned by what they call the Holy Inguiſſtion, 
. and carried out from that church to be burnt.— Strange way 
this, of compelling people to come in! Such was not thy me- 
thod, O meek and compaſſionate Lamb of Gop | Thou ca- 
meſt not to deſtroy mens lives, but to ſave them. But bigotry 
is as cruel as the grave.— It knows no remorſe. From all its 
bitter and dire effects, good Loxp deliver us — But to return 
to the Queen. Having performed her devotions, ſhe departed 
and went in à coach of ſtate, I believe, directly from the 
church to her palace, and without doubt ſufficiently fatigued : 
for, beſides walking through the ſtreets to the ſeveral churches, 
ber Majeſty alſo, and the princeſſes, had been engaged in 
Waiting upon, and waſhing the feet of twelve poor women, 
in as public a manner as the king.

FTER the news already ſent you, I thought our Liſbon 
correſpondence would entirely have been put a ſtop to; 
for upon returning to my lodgings, (as weary I believe as 
others that had been running from church to church all day) 
word was ſent me, that our ſhip would certainly ſail the next 
morning. This news, I own, was not altogether agreeable to 
me, becauſe I wanted to ſee the concluſion of the Lent ſolem- 
nities. However, I made ready; and having diſpatched my 
private affairs the over-night, was conducted very early in the 
morning, by my kind hoſt, down to Bellem, where the ſhip 
lay.

About two in the afternoon we got to the + 
place, where (I had heard ſome days ago) an extraordinary 
ſcene was to be exhibited. Can you gueſs what it was 7 
Perhaps not. Why then I will tell you. It was the eru- 
cifixion of the Son of Gop, repreſented partly by dumb ima- 
ges, and partly by living perſons, in a large church belonging 
to the convent of St. De Beats.” Several thouſands crouded 
en — FIY inte 
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into it ; ſome of whom, as. L was told, had been uniting there 
tion and aſſiſtance of a proteſtant or two, Ia not only ad- 
mitted into che church, but was very commodiouſſy ſituated 
to vie y. the whole performance, We had not waited long 
before the curtain was drawn up. Immediately, upon a high 
ſeaffold hung in the front with black bays, and behind with 
ilk purple damaſk laced with gold; was exhibited to our view 
an image of the Loꝝn JxsUus- at fall length, crawned with 
thorns, and nailed on a croſs between two figures: of like di- 
menſions, tepreſenting the two thieves. At a little diſtance 
on the night hand, was placed an image of the virgin Mary, 
in plain long ruffles, and a kind of widow-weeds. Her veil | 
was purple ſilk, and the had g WIe glory round her head. —At 
the foot of the croſs lay, in a mournful penſive poſture, a liv- 
ing man, dreſſed. in woman's cloaths, who perſonated Mary 
' HMagdabn; and not far off ſtood a young man, in 'imitation 
of dhe beloved, diſeiple.— He was dreſſed. in a Iooſe: green fur 
veſture,,apd bob-wig,—His. eyes were fixed on the crofs, _ 
and his two hands a little extended. On each ſide, near the 
front of the age, ſtood two centipels in buff, with formida- 
ble caps asc long beards 3, and direcziy in the root Hood ana», 
ther yet more formidable, with a, large target in his hand. 
We may, ſuppoſe him to, be the Reman centuriog.; To com- 
pleat che ſcene, from. behind the purple hangings, came out. 
about twenty little purple-veſted winged boys, two by two, 
- each bearing à lighted wax+taper in his hand, and a crimſon, 
and gold cap on his head. At their entrance upon the ſtage, 
they. gently bowed their heads to the ſpeclstorz, Ihen kneeled. 
and made obeiſance, firſt to the ĩmage on the croſs, and then 
to that of the virgin Mary. W hen tiſen, they bowed to : 
each other, and then togk. their reſpeCtive plates over · againſt 
one another, on ſteps for them at the front of the 
ſtage. Oppoſite. to this, at a, few yards diſtance, ſtood 2 
black ſriar in a pulpit hung in, mourning. For a while he

turning my head, I ſaw four long-bearded men, two of 
which carried 2 ladder on their ſhoulders, and after them fol- 
towed two more with large gilt diſhes in their hands, full of 
linen, ſpices, Ct. Theſe (as I imagined) were the repreſen» 
tatives of Nicodemns and Jaſeph of Arimatheu. On a ſignal 
given from the pulpit, they-advanced towards the ſteps of the 
ſcaffold. © But upon their very firſt attempting to mount it, 
at the watchful centurion's nod; the obſervant 'ſaldiers made 
4 paſs at them, and preſented the points of theit javelins di- 
realy to their breaſts. They are repulfed. © Upon this a lets 
ter from Pilate is produced. The centurion reads it, ſhakes 
his head, and with looks that beſpoke a forced compliance, 
beckons to the centinels to withdraw their arms. Leave bes 
ing thus obtained, they aſcend ; and having paid their Ro- 
mage, by kneeling firſt to the image on the crofs; and then 
to the virgin Mary, they retired to the back of the Rage, 
Still the preacher continued declaiming; or rather (as was 
fad) explaining the mournſul ſcene. Mudulen perſiſts in 
wringing her hands, and variouſly expreflityy her perforated 
forrow ; whilſt John (ſeemingly regardleſs of all beſideꝶ) ſtood 
gazing on the crucified figure. By this time it was near 
three o'clock, and therefore proper for the ſeene to begin to 
cloſe. The ladders are afcended, the ſuperſerĩption and crown. 
of thorns taken off, long white roflers put round the arms of 
the image, and then the nails knocked out which faſtened the 
hands and feet. Here Mary Mapdalen looks moſt languiſhing, 
and Jobn, if poſſible, ſtands more thunder-fttuck than before. 
— The orator lifts up his voice, and almoſt all the hearers ex- 
preſſed concern by weeping, beating their breaſts; and ſmits 
ing their cbeeks.— At length the body is gently let down, 
Magdalen eyes it, and, gradually riſing, receives the feet into 
het wide · ſpread handkerchief ;' whilſt Ihm (who hitherto ſtood 
motionleſs like a ſtatue) as the body came nearer the ground, 
witH an eagerneſs that beſpoke the intenſe affection of a ſym- 
pathizing friend, runs towards the crofs, ſeizes the upper 
part of it into his claſping arms, and, with his diſguiſed" fe 
low-rmourner, helps to beat it a ay. And here the play ſhould 
end, was I not afraid you would be angry with me; if I did 
not give you an account of the laſt act, by telling you what 
1 27 of the corpſe aſter it was take down, Great preps 
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© ations were made for its interment. Tt was wrapped i in linen 
and ſpices, &c. and being laid upon a bier richly hung, was 
afterwards carried round the church-yard in grand proceſſion, 
The image of the virgin Mary was chief mourner, and Jobn 
and Magdalen, with a whole troop of friars with wax-tapers 
in their hands, followed after. Determined to ſee the whole, 
J waited its return, and in about a quarter of an hour the 
corps was brought in, and depoſited in an open ſepulchre | 
prepared for the purpaſe ; but not before a prieſt, accompa- 
nied by ſeveral of the ſame order in ſplendid veſtments, had 
perfumed it with incenſe, ſung to and kneeled before it. 
FJobu and Magdalen attended the obſequies ; but the image of 
the virgin Mary was carried away and placed upon the front 
of the ſtage, in order to be kiſſed, adored, and worſhipped by 
the people. This I ſaw them do with the utmoſt eagerneſs 
and reverence. And thus ended this Good Friday's tragi-comi« | 
cal, ſuperſtitious, idolatrous farce. A farce, which whilſt I 
ſaw, as well as now whilſt I am deſcribipg it, excited in me 
an high indignation, Surely, thought I, whilſt attending on 
ſuch a ſcene of mock devotion, if ever, now is the dear 
Lon Ixsvs crucified afreſh; and I could then, and even. 
now, think of no other plea for the poor beguiled deyatees, 
than that which ſuffering innocence. put up himſelf for his 
enemies, when actually hanging upon the croſs, Father, 
forgive them, for they know not what they do.“ There 
was but one thing wanting to raiſe one's reſentment to the 
higheſt pitch, and that was, for one of the ſoldiers. to have 
ced the ſide of the image upon the croſs, This in all pro- 
ability you have heard hath actually been done in other pla- 
ces, and with à little mare art, might, I think, have been 
performed here. Doubtleſs it would have afforded the preacher 
as good, if not a better opportunity of working upon the 
paſſions of his auditory, than the taking down the ſuperſerip - 
tion and crawn of thorns, and wiping the head with a blooded 
cloth, and afterwards expoſing it to the view of the people;

But thus it is, and thus it will be, when ſimplicity and ſpiri- 
tuality are baniſhed from our religious offices, and artifice and 
idolatry ſeated in their room, —I am well aware that the Ro- 
maniſis deny the charge of idolatry, but after having ſeen what 
I have ſeen this day, as well as at ſundry other times ſince my 
arrival here, I cannot help thinking but a perſon muſt be capa- 
ble of making more than metaphyſical diſtinctions, and deal 
in very abſtract ideas indeed, fairly to evade the charge, If 
weighed in the balance of the ſanctuary, I am poſitive the 
ſcale muſt turn on the proteſtant ſide.

Few weeks ago, ſeveral ſerious perſons choſen: to be a 
committee for one Mr. B——, applied to me in the 

name of JzsUs CHRIST, and a multitude of ſouls deſirous of 
hearing the goſpel, to preach at a place commonly called Long- 
Acre chapel. At the ſame time they acquainted me, That 
the place was licenſed ; that Mr. B either had taken, or 
was to take it for a certain term of years, and had preached in 
it for a conſiderable time, as a proteſtant Diſſenting miniſter : 
notwithſtanding, (they added) I might uſe the Liturgy if I 
thought proper, ſo that I would but come and preach once or 
twice a week.” Looking upon this as a providential call, from 
him, who in the days of his fleſh taught all that were willing 
to hear, on a mount, in a ſbip, or by the ſea-ſide, and who after 
his aſcenſion, commanded us by his Apoſtle, to be“ inftant 
in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon,” I readily complied, and humbly 
hope that my feeble, though I truſt ſincere labours, have not 
been altogether in vain in the Log.

N the Biſhop of . 


My Lord, e Ke Tabernacle- -Honſc, Feb. 16, 156. 
This evening receiyed your Lordſhip's kind letter, and 
4 though it is, late, and nature calls for reſt, yet in the fear 
of him to whom all hearts are open, all deſires known, and 
from whom no ſecrets ate hid, I deſire now to fit down and give 
your Lordſhip an explicit anſwer. Gon, even that Gon by 
whom I am to be judged, can witneſs, that with a diſintereſted 
view to promote his glory, and the welfare of precious and 
immortal ſouls, I entered into holy orders, according to the 
form of ordination. of the church of England; and, as thou- 
ſands can teſtify, for near theſe twenty years laſt paſt, I have 
conſcientiouſly defended her homilies and articles, and upon 
all occaſions ſpoken well of her liturgy. Either of theſe, to- 
gether with her diſcipline, I am ſe far from renouncing, 
much leſs from throwing aſide all regard to, that I earneſtly 
pray for the due reſtoration of the one, and daily lament the 
wanton departure of too, too many from the other. But, 
Lord, what can Ido? When. I aQted in the moſt regular 
manner, and when I was bringing multitudes even of Diſſen- 
ters themſelves to croud the churches, without any other rea- 
ſon being given than that too many followed after me, I was 
denied the uſe of them, Being thus excluded, and many 
thouſands of ignorant ſouls, that perhaps would neither go to 
church nor meeting-houſes, being very hungry after the goſ. 
pel, I thought myſelf bound in duty to deal out to them the 
bread of life, Being further ambitious to ſerve my Gon, my 
King, and my country, I ſacrificed my affections, and left my 
native ſoil, in order to begin and carry on an Orphan-houſe in 
the infant colony of Georgia, which, through the divine 
bleſſing, is put upon a good foundation. This ſerved as an 
introduction, though without deſign, to my viſiting the other 
parts of his Majeſty's dominions in North-America; and I 
humbly hope, that many made truly ſerious in that foreign 
clime, will be my joy and crown of rejoicing in the day of 
the Lord Jesus. If it was not for this hope, nay, my Lord, 
if 1 was not aſſured, that be bleſſed Redcemer (O amazing 
| conde- 
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condeſcenſion) hath vouchſafed to own me for the real con- 
verſion, and turning of many from darkneſs to light, the weak - 
neſs of my frequently worn out and decaying body, the in- 
numerable temptations that liave beſet my ſoul, together with 
the violent oppoſition I have met with from various quafters, 
would long ſince have quite overwhelmed, and at leaſt have 
prevailed on me to accept ſome of 'thoſe offers that have 
been made me to neſtle, by accepting of which I might have 
- fereened myſelf from that obloquy and contempt, which, in 
ſome degree or other, every day I have the hondur to meet 
with for Jzsu's ſake. But hitherto having obtained help from 
God, without eating a morſel of the church of England's 
bread, I ſtill continue to uſe her liturgy, Wherever a church 
or chapel is allowed me, and preach up her articles, and en- 
force her homilies. Your Lordſhip therefore judgeth ex- 


ceeding right, when you fay, © I preſume you do not mean 


to declare any diſſent from the church of England.” —Far be 
it from me; no, my Lord, unleſs thruſt out, I ſhall never 
leave her, and even then (as I hope whenever it happens it 
will be an unjuſt extruſion) I ſhall ſtill continue to adhere 
to her doctrines, and pray for the much wiſhed-for reſtora- 
tion of her diſcipline, even to my dying day. Fond of 
diſplaying her truly proteſtant and orthodox principles, eſ- 
pecially when church and ſtate are in danger from a cruel and 
popiſh enemy, I am glad, my Lord, of an opportunity of 
preaching, though it ſhould be in a meeting-houſe ; and Þ 
think it diſcovers a good and moderate ſpirit in the Difſenrers, 
who will quietly attend on the church ſervice, as many have 
done, and continue to do at Long- Acre chapel, while many, 
who | ſuppoſe ſtile themſelves her faithful ſons, by very im- 
proper inſtruments of reformation, have endeavoured to diſturb 
and moleſt us. If the leſſor of this chapel, my Lord, hath no 
power to let it out, or if it be not legally and properly licenſed, 
I have been deceived indeed; and if upon enquiry I find this 
to be the caſe, I ſhall ſoon declare in the moſt public man- 
ner, how both your Lordſhip and myſelf have been impoſed 
upon. But if it appears, that the leflor hath a right to diſ- 
poſe of his own property, and tha the place is licenſed, if not 
in the court books of the Quarter Seſſions, yet in the Com- 
| ons ot ſome other proper court ; and as ſome good, [ truft, has 

us been, 
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been, and hope will yet be done by this fooliſhneſs of preach - 
ing, ſurely your Lordſhip's candour will overlook a little irre⸗ 
gularity ; ſince I fear that in theſe dregs of time, theſe laſt 
days, wherein we live, we muſt be obliged to be irregular, or. 
in ſhort we muſt do no good at all. My Lord, I remembet 
well, (and O that I may more than ever obey your Lordſhip's 
tos) and often recollect that awful day wherein I was 
ordained prieſt, and when authority was given me, by my ho- 
noured friend and father good Biſhop Benſon, to preach the 
word of God. O that the glotious exhortation, which he de- 
livered with ſo much ſolemnity, may be written upon the ta- 
bles of my heatt ! Mindful of this, I ſhall be always ready 
to go out, and ſeek for CHrisT's ſheep that are diſperſed. 
abroad, and be willing to ſpend and be ſpent for the good of 
his children which are in the midſt of this naughty world; 
Never did I ſo much as dream, my Lord, that this was only a 
local commiſſion, or that the condition annexed, Where, 
you ſhall be lawfully appointed thereunto,” was to confine 
me to any particular place, and that it would be unlawful fot 
me to preach out of it. It is plain my Lord Biſhop of Glou- 
cefler did not think ſo; for when his ſecretary brought a li- 
cence for me, his Lordſhip ſaid, ** It would colt me thirty 
ſhillings, and therefore I ſhould not haye it.” And when 
after being preſented to the late Biſhop of Londen, I applied to 
him for a licence, his lordſhip was pleaſed to ſay, * I was - 
going to Georgia, and needed hone,” Accordingly I preached 
in moſt of the London churches, under his Lordſhip's immediate 
inſpection; and why any other. licence than my letters of 
orders ſhould-now be required, I believe no ſubſtantial, I am 
_ poſitive no truly ſcriptural, reaſon can be affigned, It is true; 
as your Lordſhip obſerves, thete is one canon that ſays; 
&« That no cutate or miniſter ſhall be permitted to ſerve in 
any place, without examination and admiſſion of the Biſhop of 
the dioceſe.” And there is another alſo, as quoted by your 
Lordſhip, which tells us, That neither miniſter, church- 
wardens, nor any other officers of the church; ſhall ſuffer any 
man to preach within their chapels, but ſuch as, by ſhewing 
their licence to preach, ſhall appear unto them to be ſuffi- 
ciently authorized thereunto.” But, my Lord, what curacy 
or parſonage have I deſired, or do I defire to be admitted to 
Vot. III. 1 ſerve 
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ſerve in? Or into what church or Save do 1 attempt to 
intrude myſelf, without leave from the churchwardens or other 
officers ? No, my Lord, being, as I think, without cauſe de- 
nied admiſffion into the 3 I am content to take the 
field, and when the weather will permit, with a table for my 
pulpit, and the heavens for my ſounding-board, I defire to 
proclaim to all, the unſearchable riches of IJEsus CHRIST. 
Beſides, my Lord, if this canon ſhould be always put into full 
execution, I humbly preſume, that no biſhop or preſbyter can 
legally preach at any time out of the dioceſe in which he is 
appointed to ſerve; conſequently no city incumbent can even 
occaſionally be lawfully aſſiſted by any country clergyman, 
or even a biſhop himſelf be lawfully permitted to preach a 
charity ſermon out of his own dioceſe, without a ſpecial li- 
cence for ſo doing. And what a loſs would that be to many 
noble charities here in town? As for that other canon 
which your Lordſhip mentions, and which runs thus, < Nei- 
ther ſhall any miniſter, not licenſed as is aforeſaid, preſume to 
appoint or hold any, meetings for ſermons, commonly termed 
by ſome, prophecies or exerciſes, in market towns or other 
places, under the ſaid pains.” I need not inform your Lord- 
ſhip, that it was originally levelled againſt thoſe who would 
not conform to the church of England, and that too in ſuch 
high flying times, which I cannot believe any one of the pre- 
| ſent moderate bench of biſhops would wiſh to ſee again reſtored. 
And if this be the true ſtate of the caſe, how, my Lord, doth 
this canon belong to me, who am epiſcopally ordained, and. 
bave very lately publiſhed a ſmall tract (which I humbly beg 
your Lordſhip's acceptance of ) on purpoſe to recommend the 

communion office of the church of England? But, my Lord, 
to come nearer to the point in hand, (and for CHRISIT's ſake 
let not your Lordſhip be offended with my uſing ſuch plain- 
neſs of ſpeech) I would, as in the preſence of the living Gop, 
put it to your Lordſhip” s conſcience, whether there i is one bi- 
ſhop or preſbyter in England, I7ales, or Ireland, that looks 
upon our canons as his rule of action? If they do, we are all 
perjured with a witneſs, and conſequently, in a very bad ſenſe 
of the word, irregular indeed. May I not, therefore, ſay on 
this, alluding to what my bleſſed Maſter did on another occa- 
ſion, © He that is without the fin of acting illegally, if the

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canons of our church be implicitly to be obeyed, let him caſt 
the firſt ſtone at me and welcome,” Your Lordſhip knows 


full well, that canons and other church laws are good and ob- 
| ligatory, when conformable to the laws of CurigT, and 


agreeable to the liberties of a free people; but when invented 
and compiled by men of little hearts and bigotted principles, 
on purpoſe to hinder perſons of more enlarged ſouls from do- 
ing good, or being more extenſively uſeful, they become mere 
bruta fulmina ; and when made uſe of only as cords to bind 
up the hands of a zealous few, that honeſtly appear for their 
King, their country, and their Gop, like the withes with 
which the Philiſtines bound Sampſon, in my opinion, they may 
very legally be broken. What pains and penalties are to be 
incurred for ſuch offence, (as I have not the canons at preſent 
before me) I cannot tell ; but for my own part, my Lord; if 
any penalty is incurred, or any pain to be inflited upon me, 
for propheſying or preaching againſt fin, the Pope, and the 
devil, and for recommending the ſtricteſt loyalty to the beſt of 
princes, his Majeſty King George, in this metropolis, or any 
other part of his Majeſty's dominions, I truſt, through grace, 
I ſhall be enabled to ſay, 


All hail reproach, and weltome pain ! 


I think there now remains but one more particular in your 
Lordſhip's letter to be anſwered: - your Lordſhip's truly apo- 
ſtolical canon taken out of 2 Cor. x. 16 ; upon turning to, and 
reading of which, I could not help thinking, my Lord, of a 
paſſage I-once met with in good Mr. Philip Henry's life; It 
was this: Being ejected out of the church, and yet thinking 
it his duty to preach, he uſed now and then to give the people 
of Broad-Oaks, where he lived, a goſpel ſermon; and one day, 
as he was coming from his exerciſe, and meeting with the in- 
cumbent, he thus addreſſed him: “ Sir, I have been taking 
the liberty of throwing a handful of ſeed into your field.“ 
% Have you fo, ſaid the good man? may God give it his 
bleſſing! There is work enough for us both,” This, my 
Lord, I humbly conceive, is the cafe not only of your Lord- 
ſhip, but of every miniſter's par:ſh in London, and every 
biſhop's dioceſe in England; and therefore as good is done, and 
fouls are nn, I hope your Lordſhip will not regard a 
L 2 little 
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little irregularity, fince at the worſt, it is only the irregularity 
of doing well. But ſuppoſing this ſhould not be admitted as 
an excuſe at other ſeaſons, I would bope it will have its weight 
at this critical juncture, wherein, if there were ten thouſand ' 
ſound preachers, and each preacher had a thouſand tongues, 
they could not well be too frequently employed in calling 
upon the inhabitants of Great-Britain to be upon their guard, 
againſt the cruel and malicious deſigns of France, of Rome, and 
of hell. After all, my Lord, if your Lordſhip will be pleaſed 
to apply to Mr. B-— himſelf, (who, I ſuppoſe, knows 
where the place'is regiſtered) of if upon enquiry I ſhall find, 
that the leſſor hath no power to let it out, as I hate and abhor 
every diſhonourable action, after my ſetting out for Bri/ol, 
which I expect to do in a ſew days, I ſhall decline preaching 
in the chapel any more. But if the caſe ſhould appear to be 
otherwiſe, I hope your Lordſhip will not be angry, if I perſiſt 
In this, I truſt not unpardonable, irregularity : for if I decline 
preaching in every place, meerly becauſe the incumbent may 
be unwilling I ſhould come into his pariſh, I fear I muſt 
ſeldom or never preach at all; and this, my Lord, eſpecially 
at this juncture, when all our civil and religious liberties are 
as it were at ſtake, would to me be worſe than death itſelf. 
I humbly aſk pardon for detaining your Lordſhip ſo long, but 
being willing to give your Lordſhip all the ſatisfaction I poſſi- 
bly could, I have choſen rather to fit up and deny myſelf pro- 
per repoſe, than to let your Lordſhip's candid letter lie by me 
one-moment longer than was abſolutely neceſſary. I return 
your Lordſhip a thouſand thanks for your favourable opinion 
of me, and good wiſhes, and begging the continuance of your 
Lordſhip's bleſſing, and earneſtly praying, that whenever your 
Lordſhip ſhall be called hence, you may give up your account 
with joy, I beg leave to ſubſcribe myſelf, my Lord,

— At the ſame time, I acknowledge myſelf con- 
cerned, that any thing I have written ſince, ſhould prevent 
our Lordſhip! s pointing out to me any miſtakes, which I may 
be under in regard to the canons, Gop knows, if I do err, 
jt is for want of better information; and therefore if your 
Lordſhip will youchſafe, to favour me with the letter prepared 
for that purpoſe, it ſhall be moſt thankfully received, moſt 
impartially examined, moſt explicitly replied to, but withal 
never expoſed to the view of the warld. Your Lordſhip need- 
ed not to inform me of the privilege of a Peer, to deter me 
| from publiſhing your Lordſhip's letters without firſt aſking 
leave.

Drummers, ſoldiers, and many of the baſer 
ſort, have been hired by ſubſcription. —A coppet-furnace, bells, 


grurps, clappers, marrow bones and cleavers, and ſuch like

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inſtruments of reformation, bave been provided for, and made 
ule of, by them repeatedly, from the moment I have | 
preaching, to the end of my ſermon. By theſe horrid noiſes, 
many women have been almoſt frightened to death, and mob- 
bers encouraged thereby to come and riot at the chapel door 
during the time of divine ſervice, and then inſult and abuſe 
me and the congregation after it hath been over. Not content 
with this, the chapel windows, while I have been preaching, 
have repeatedly been broken by large ſtones of almoſt a pound 
weight (ſome now lying by me) which though levelled\ gt, 
rs, miſſed me, but at the ſame time ſadly wounded 
ſome of my hearers. Mr. C-—, one of your Lordſhip's re- 


lations, can acquaint your Lordſhip with many more particu- 


lars, and if your Lordſhip would be fo good as only to ride to 
Mr. C——'s houſe, you would fee ſuch a ſcaffold (unleſs 
taken down) and ſuch coſtly preparations for a noiſe upon it; 
that muſt make the ears of all that ſhall hear it to tingle. In- 
deed laſt Tweſday night all was huſh'd,—and in order to throw 
off all popular odium, I gave it as my opinion; that it' was 
owing to your Lordſhip's kind interpoſition.

My dear Friend, Dublin, "July 9, 1757. 
ANY attacks have I had from Satan's children, but 
yeſterday, you would have thought he bad been per- 
mitted to haye given me an effectual parting blow. You - 
have heard of my being in Ireland, and of my preaching daily 
to large and very affected auditories, in Mr. “ ſpacious 
room, When here laſt, I preached in a more confined place 
in the week days, and once or twice ventured out to Oxminton- 
Green, a large place like Moorfields, ſituated very near the 
barracks, where the Ormond and Liberty, that is, high and low 
party beys, generally aſſemble every Sunday, to fight with each 
other. The congregations then were very numerous, the word 
ſeemed to come with power ; and no noiſe or diſturbance en- 
ſued. This encouraged me to give notice, that I would preach 
there again laſt Sunday afternoon, I went through the bar- 
racks, the door of which opens into the green, and pitched 
my tent near the barrack walls, not doubting of the protection, 
or at leaſt interpoſition. of the officers and ſoldiery, if there 
ſhould be occaſion. But how vain is the help of man! Vaſt 
was the multitude that attended; we ſang, prayed, and 
preached, without much moleſtation ; only now and then 
a few ſtones and clods of dirt were thrown at me. It bei 
war time, as is my uſual practice, I exhorted my hearers. 
not only to fear Gon, but to honour the beſt of kings, and 
after ſermon I prayed for ſucceſs to the Pruſſan arms, All be- 
ing over, I thought to return home the way I came; but to 
my great ſurprize acceſs was denied, ſo that I had to go near 
half a mile from one end of the green to the other, through - 
hundreds and hundreds of papiſts, &c. Finding me unat- 
tended, (for a ſoldier and four methodiſt preachers, who came 
with me, had forſook me and fled) I was left to their mercy ; 
but their mercy, as you may eaſily gueſs, was perfect cruelty, 
Vollies of hard ſtones came from all quarters, and every ſtep I 
took, a freſh ſtone ſtruck, and made me reel backwards and 
1 till I was almoſt breathleſs, and all over a gore of 
blood. My ſtrong beaver hat ſerved me as it were for a ſcull 


; 
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cap for a while; but at laſt that was knacked off, and my 
head left quite deſenceleſs. I received many blows and 
wounds; one was particularly large and near my temples. I 
thought of Stephen, and as I believed that I received more 
blows, I was in great hopes that like him I ſhould be diſ- 
patched, and go off in this bloody triumph to the immediate 
preſence of my maſter, But providentially, a miniſter's houſe 
lay next door to the green ; with great difficulty I ſtaggered 
to the door, which was kindly opened to, and ſhut upon me. 
Some of the mob in the mean time having broke part of the 
boards of the pulpit into large ſplinters, they beat and 
wounded my ſervant grievouſly in his head and arms, and then 
came and drove him from the door. For a while I continued 
ſpeechleſs, panting for and expecting every breath to be my 
laſt ; two or three of the hearers, my friends, by ſome means 
or other got admiſſion, and kindly with weeping eyes waſhed 
my bloody wounds, and gave me ſomething to ſmell to and to 
drink. I gradually revived, but ſoon found the lady ef the 
houſe deſired my abſence, for fear the houſe ſhould be pulled 
down. What to do, I knew not, being near two miles from 
Mr. s place; ſome adviſed one thing, and ſome ano- 
ther. At length, a carpenter, one of the friends that came in, 
offered me his wig and coat, that I might go off in diſguiſe. 
I accepted of, and put them on, but was ſoon aſhamed of not 
truſting my maſter to ſecure me in my proper habit, and threw 
them off with diſdain. I determined to go out (ſince I found 
my preſence was ſo troubleſome) in my proper habit; imme- 
diately deliverance came, A methodiſt preacher, with two 
friends, brought a coach; I leaped into it, and rid in goſpel 
triumph through the oaths, curſes, and imprecations of whole 
ſtreets of papiſts unhurt, though threatened every ſtep of the 
ground. None but thoſe who were ſpectators of the ſcene, 
can form an idea of the affection with which I was received 
by the weeping, mourning, but now joyful methodiſts. A 
chriſtian ſurgeon was ready to dreſs our wounds, which being 
done, I went into the preaching place, and after giving 2 
word of exhortation, join'd in a hymn of praiſe and thankſ- 
giving, to him who makes our extremity his opportunity, 
who ſtills the noiſe of the waves, and the madneſs of the moſt 
malignant people. The next morning I ſet out for port Ar- 
RES » ; lingtan, 
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Ungton, and left my perſecutors to his mercy, who out of perſe- 
cutors hath often made preachers. That I may be thus re-

Two of the orphan n were 1 out Kale juſt paſte 
I laſt left Savannah; one to a bricklayer, the other was bound 
to a carpenter; a third is to be bound to the ſurgeon belong - 


ing to the Orphan-Houſe ; one weaves in a loom at home; 


two I have put to a taylor I brought over, and the reſt are 


now fitting themſelves to be uſeful to the commonwealth. 


Whoever among them appear to be ſanctified, and have a good 
natural capacity, theſe, under Gop, I intend for the miniſtry, 
None of the girls are put out as yet, but are taught ſuch 


things as may make them ſerviceable whenever they go abroad. 


Two or three of them ſpin very well. Some of them knit, 
waſh, clean the houſe, get up the linen, and are taught houſe- 


, wifery. All that are capable, are taught to ſew. And the 


little girls, as well as the boys, are employed in picking cot- 
ton. I think I have no. leſs than three hundred and eighty- 
two yards of cloth already in the houſe, and as much yarn 


ſpun as will make near the ſame quantity: a i hiv not known 


before in Georgia. 
I have now forty-nine children under my care, twenty-three 


| Engliſh, ten Scots, four Dutch, five French, ſeven Americans. 


Twenty-two of theſe are fatherleſs and motherleſs, fixteen of 
them boys, and ſix girls. The others are ſome fatherleſs, and 
ſome without mothers ; all objects of charity except three, 
whoſe friends recompenſe the Orphan-Houſe for their main- 
tenance. One of the orphans is an infant; I pay four-ſhil- 


lings per week for nurſing it. Since December laſt, we have 


had above eighteen more children that have been maintained 


occaſionally, to aſſiſt their parents, but were dilmiſſed when 
they were wanted at home. 3;

The account which I find Mr. Pd how: given of our 
ceconomy, has in a great meaſure prevented my doing it as 1 
intended. Let it ſuffice to inform our benefactors, that though 
the children are taught to labour for the meat which periſheth, 
yet they are continually reminded to ſeek fir? the kingdom of

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Gov and his righteouſneſs,;.and chen to depend upon Go 
bleſſing. on their honeſt endeavours; for having food and rai 
ment added unto them.

As my deſign in founding the Orphari-Houſs bun ds bald 
up ſouls for Gon, I endeavour to preach chieſly to the chil- 
dren's hearts. But that they may be able to give a reaſon of 
the hope that is in them, I conſtantly inſtruct them by the 
Church of England's. Articles which I turn into catechetical 
queſtions. I am often pleaſed; to hear bow judiciouſly ſome 
will anſwer the queſtions put to them. The power of Gop 
has been frequently viſible among the children. Many of the 
girls ſeem to be tender-hearted ; ſeveral of the boys have been 
under ſtrong, convictions. And though it ſometimes ſeems 
buried yet I cannot bug. think; ths aber, eee in 
ſome of their hearts... - 

We are nom all removed to Betheſds.. We live-in — 
nouſes at preſeut but in leſs than two months, the ener 
will be finiſhed ſo as to receive the whole family. * 

It is now weather- boarded and ſhingled, nadu-pintils of 
ten feet wide built all around it: which will be wonderfully 
convenient in the heat of ſummer: One part of the- hauſe 
would have been entirely finiſhed, had not the Spaniarm lately 
taken from us a ſchooner loaded with ten thouſands bricks 
and a great deal of proviſion, with one of our family. And 
therefore, I could not till very lately procure another. boat to 
fetch brick from Charles-Town,. 

Notwithſtanding this, and many: other binden the 
work has been carried on with great ſueceſs and ſpeed. There 
are no leſs, than four framed houſes, a large ſtable and cart- 
houſe, beſide the great houſe. In that there will be ſixteen: 
commodious rooms, beſides a large cellar of fixty feet long 
and forty wide. Near twenty acres of land are cleared round 
about it, and a large road is made from \Savannah to the 
Orphan- houſe, twelve miles in length: a n 
province has been ſettled, without a precedent. 

None but thoſe upon the ſpot can e eee eee 
as inconvenience that attends building in Georgia. Moſt of 
the bricks alteady uſed, coſt 40s, ſterling per thouſand, hen

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landed: at the plantation. Common labourers, beſides their 
proviſions, have 251. ſterling a month. And, after all, the 
the produce of the land cultivated by white ſervants, will 
ſcarcely-furniſh them with:ordinary food and raiment, exclu- 
ſive of the expences of ſickneſs and wages. I cannot ſee how 
it is poſfible ſot the Colony to ſubſiſt on its preſent footing. 
And in a late memorial given in to the Honourable Truſtees, 
unknown to me, the people have declared, that if it were not 
for the money that has been expended on account of the Or- 
phan- houſe, the poor inhabitants of the northern parts of the 
colony muſt have been obliged to move to ſome other place. 
Never did a country ſtand more in need of a Charity-ſchool. 

We have often been in ſore" difficulties, but the Lok p as 
afien hath relieved us out of them. When the ſchooner was 
loſt, a perfon lately converted, ſent us eleven barrels of rice, 
and five barrels of beef. And in my- abſence, when my , fa- 
mily had little or no proviſions, the Indian: > pings of 
deer, till they were ſupplied with food ſome other way.

The infirmary, which has likewiſe been app by this 
inſtitution, has been of great ſervice. - The ſurgeon informs

We have ſeen; and do 
daly ſee, much of Gop's fatherly care, in providing for and 
and though we have no viſtble fund, yet we 
doubt not, bur be that has begun, will carry on perfect 
his work againſt every oppoſition. We have been plentifully 
ſupplied all the ſummer, while many about us lacked, Our 
building and neceſſary conveniences, are now compleated, 
Our family now conſiſts of eighty-four perſons, men, women, 
and children, "and nineteen more are employed about us, and 
we in the Infirmary: the latter have a doctor and nurſe,” and 
all other necefſaries found them at the Orphan-houſe expence. 
We have fiſty· eignt children: thirty-two: of them belong to 
the colony; fix to Puriſburgb, who are, I think, as great ob- 
jects of charity as any in Georgia; and the reſt belong to the 


neighbouring provinces, who are orphans and objects of cha- 
rity, except à few who are maintained at their friends and 


parents charge. We have a taylor and ſhoemaker : likewiſe 
two weavers ; each of them have got a loom, but we can em- 
ploy but one; ſpinning here being extravagantly dear; though 
we hope in a ſhort time to ſpin as much within ourſelves,” as 
will greatly aſſiſt in cloathing the family. God bleſſes our 
cattle ; we have upwards of an hundred head, ſmall and great, 
and ſhall be able in a year or two to kill a great quantity. 
Negroes not being allowed, and labour among us ſo expenſive, 
we can make but little improvement in farming, _ This year 
we have planted upwards of twenty, acres, and have cleared 
twenty acres more for to enjoy the convenieney of the air: 
and, bleſſed de Gop, though we have had a very dry ſeaſon, 
yet we cannot complain, like many others, of a bad crop, 
Honoured Sir, you may now judge whether our deſign be 
drawing near a period. What I have written is a plain im-

In ſhort, we have a ſufficiency of wholeſotte food. Glory 
be to God, we daily ſee our heavenly Father's hand ſupplying: 
us in this wilderneſs-land. O that we were more thankful ! 
I muſt have caſh, not only to pay debts, but alſo to buy 

clothing and many other neceſſaries; and I believe our Gon 
will give it to me. He is our ſhepherd, therefore ſhall We 
lack nothing. I truſt he bas enabled us to pray in faith, no- 
thing doubting but he will ſupply our every want. All here 
at preſent enjoy pretty good health. How thankful ought w 
to be!

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Thb family now conkiſts of eighty perſons beſides elfen 
who all contradi& the wicked and fulſe accounts of their be- 
ing ſtarved and cruelly treated, by the lively and hearty eoun- 
renancts they ſhew. I have ſeldom ſeen ſuch a goodly num- 
ber of youths together. Twenty-three'of them are orphans ; z 
others, that have loft one of their parents ; ;. one was born in 
the houſs and che reſt are fit objects for chriſtian charity. 
There are in all thirty-nine boys, and fiſtecen girls, The 
number was larger ſome time paſt: but ſeveral of the boys, 
that were well inſtructed, have been put to ſuch trades as they 
inclined to; and others, who were put here for their learning, 
are returned to their parents, who hahe handſomely be the 
Houſe for their education. 

The care of this ſociety at preſent is in the hands of 1y 
gentleman from London, who manages the ſecular affairs 
thereof; and one from New-England, who has the care of 
fouls as his' particular charge. There are two ſchool-maſters, 
who inſtru the boys in reading and writing: and thoſe that 
appear” ſerious, and of good capacities, are taught Latin, with 
a deſign of fitting them for the miniſtry; if they incline to it. 
Two ſchool-miſtreſſes, that teach the girls; a ſurgeon and 
riurſe to attend the infifmary, in which many ſick perſons, 
from divers parts, have been received, and always been cured 
gratis. Here are alſo ſeveral tradeſmen ; a'taylor, a Joiner, a 
weaver, and a ſhoemaker. The taylor has three boys to ins, 
ſtruct in his buſineſs. It is expected that Mr. Mpiteſali will 
increaſe the number of craftſmen, when he returns from # 
gland. The œconomy obſerved here is as follows : The bell 
rings in the morning at ſun-rife, -to wake the family, When 
the children ariſe, they ſing a ſhort hymn, and pray "them- 
ſelves: then they go down and waſh; and by the time they have 
done that, the bell calls to public worſhip,” when a portion of 
ſcripture is read and expounded, a pſalm ſung, and the exer- 
ciſe begun and ended with prayer, Then they breakfaſt, and 
afterwards go ſome to their tradee, and the reſt to their prayers 
and ſchools.” At noon, they all dine in the ſame room: and 
have comfortable and wholeſome diet provided. © A | 
ſung before and after dinner: then, in about half an hour, to 
ſchool again; and between whiles find time enough for recre- 
ation.

If the colony is al- 
lowed negroes, as it is thought it muſt and will be, they can, 
with about twenty negroes to manure the plantation, which 
contains five hundred acres of land, raiſe much more proviſion 
than a larger family than this can expend, baving already A 
fine live ſtock, which is daily increaſing ; ſo that in, a few. 
years, it is to be hoped, they will be able to ſupport chemſelyes, 
As to the ſtate of religion here, particularly among the chil- 
dren, the power of God has, at times, been viſible among 
them ; and many of them have been brought under conviction, 
which feems laſting in ſome of the boys, and ſeveral of the 
girls: but moſt of the grown folks appear to be truly con- 
verted ; and many, who have come as viſitors, bave been

The Sth inſtant the Spani/b fleet run into St. Si- 
s Saund, up the river that leads to Frederica, "The fleet, 
hear, conſiſted of thirty-five or thirty-ſeven veſſels; 3 and not- 
withſtanding the General fired upon them from his battery, 
and two privateers, and other veſſels did the ſame, they paſſed - - 
without ſeeming to regard them, and landed a great number 
of people at Caſcaign's Bluff on St. Simon's.

For want of à houſe to breed them up 
in, the poor little ones were tabled out here and there, 
and beſides the hurt they received by bad examples, forgot at 
home what they learnt at ſchool, Others were at hard ſer- 
vices, and likely to have no education at all. Upon ſeeing 
' this, and finding that his majeſty and parliament had the. in- 
tereſt of this colony much at heart, I thought 1 could not 
better ſhew my regard to Gop and my country, than by get- 
ting a houſe and land for theſe children, where they, might 
learn to labour, read, and write, and at the ſame time be 
brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Logp.  Ac- 
cordingly, at my return to England in the year 1738, to take 
prieſt orders, I applied to the honourable ſociety for a grant.

Bleſſed be Gon; we have not been diſappointed 
of our hope; it has proved a houſe of mercy indeed to many. 
Beveral of our labourers, as well as viſitors,” have (in a judg- 
ment of charity) been born of Oop here, and given evident 
proofs of it, by bringing forth the fruits of the ſpirit Many 
boys have been put out to trades, and many girls put but to 
ſervice. I had the pleaſure the other day, of ſeeing three boys 
Work at the houſe in which they were bred, one of them out 


of his time, a journeyman, and the others ſerving under their 


maſters.” One that I brought from New- England is handforely 
ſettled in Carolina; and another from Philadelphia is married, 


and lives very comfortably at Sqvannab,” How ſo large a fimily 


has been ſupported in ſuch a colony, without any viſible fund, 
is wonderful! I am ſurprized when I look back; and fee, how 
for theſe" ſix» years laſt paſt, Gop has ſpread a table in the 
wilderneſs for ſo many perſons. Were all the particular pro- 
vidences that have attended this work recorded, perhaps they 
would be found not inferior to thoſe mentioned by Profeſſor 
Frandb, in his Pietas Hallenfſs, whoſe memory is very precious 


to me, and whoſe example has a thouſand times been bleſſed 


to ſtrengthen and encourage me in the carrying on this enter- 

prize. My being detained fo long in England, bas been à little 
detrimental to me, my friends not knowing ſo well how to 

act, becauſe they expected to ſee me daily. And I cannot yet 


ſay that I have ſurmougted the firſt yeats expence, which in- 
deed was very great, and greater no doubt than it would be 
nos after my friends have had ſo many years experience in 
the colony.” However, I doubt not, but by the bleſſing of 
od, in a "ſhort time to pay off my arrears, and then the 
family will be maintained at a ſmall 'expence, "My —

We 
have near twenty ſheep and lambs, fifty head of cattle, and 
ſeven horſes We hope to kill a thouſand weight of pork this 
ſeaſon- Our garden, Which is very | beautiful; furniſhes us 
with all ſorts af greens, c. We have plenty of milk, eggs, 
Poultry, and make a good deal of butter weekly. A great 
quantity of wool and cotion has been given me, and we hope 
to; n ſpun and 'wove for the next winter's cloath- 

If the vines hit, we may expect two, or three hogſheads 


as Vine ag of tbe vineyard. The family no conſiſts of 


twentys ſix perſons. Two; of the orphan boys are blind, one 
is little better than an, idiot. But notwithſtanding, they ure 


uſeſul in dhe family, one in the field, and the other in the 


kitchen. I have two women to take care of the hauſhold 


work, and: three men and two boys employed about the plan- 


tation and cattle. A ſett of Dutch ſervants has been lately ſent 


over; the magiſtrates were pleaſed. to give me two j and [ 


took in a poor old widow, aged near ſeventy,\whom 10 body 
elſe gared to have. Apaluable young man from New- England 
is my ſchool-maſter, and in my abſence perſorms duty in the 

ſamily. Sabbath- days the grown people attend public . 


at Sauannab, or at White-bluff,, a village near-Betheſda, where 


a Dutch miniſtet officiates. My dear friends who have hitherto 
been my aſſiſtants, being warried and having three br four 
children, thought it beſt, as moſt ſuitable. to the inſtitution, to 
remove; Gop bas mercifully provided for them, and they are 
comfortably: ſetiled at Savannah and elſewbere: e frequently 
Write to and hear from one another. I need not trouble you 
with the order of our family. It is pretty neat the ſame as 
uſual, and I do not think to make any material alteration for 
ſome time. Many haye applied to me to take in their children 
as boarders, and erect a public ſchool: but I have not yet de- 
termined; It is certain ſuch a ſchool would be exceedingly | 
uſeful. in this part of the world, if there ſhould be a-peace, 
not mh for theſe northern parts of the colony, but ally bye 
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the more ſouthern, parts of Garalins, bungen, ae, | 
| where ar many fine youths. I have been prevailed on to take 
one from Frederica, ind another from Purſburgh,. and it may 
be ſhall admit more. For the preſent, conſidering the fitua- 
tion of affairs, I think it moſt prudent to go on making what 
improvements I can on the plantation, and ſhall bring a tutor 
with me from the northward in the * to teach a few-youths 
the languages, and enlarge the family, when affairs are more 
ſettled. The houſe is a noble commodious building, and every 
ching well adapted for bringing up youth. Here is land to 
employ them in exerciſing their bodies, and to keep them from 
idleneſs out of ſchool hours. Here are none of the temptations 
to debauch their tender minds, which are common to more 
| populous countries, or in places where children muſt neceſſa - 
rily be brought up with negroes. What Gon intends to do 
with the colony is not for me to enquire: ſeoret things belong 
to him. It has hitherto been wonderfully preſerved; and the 
Orphan- houſe, like the burning buſh, has flouriſhed uncon · 
ſumed. In fine, the government has, no doubt, its welfare 
much at heart : and, Con willing, I intend to carry on my 
deſign till I ſee the colony fink or ſwim. + The money that 
has been expended on the Orphan-houſe, and Orphan-houſe 
family, has beon of vaſt ſervice to this northern patt of the 
colony. And though-it has been greatly detrimental to 
own private intereſt, yet I do not repent of the undertaki 
No, I rejoice in it daily, and hope yet to ſee many more ſouls 
born unto God here. I have had a very comfortable winter, 
The people of Savannah, having no miniſter till lately, gladly 
accepted my labours; and at Frederice, the gentlemen and 
ſoldiers of General Oglethurp's regiment, as well as the inha- 
bitants of that town, received me very gladly. Major Horton 
ſeems to behave very well; he has a very fine growing plan- 
tation. I ſaw barley in the ear the firſt vf March. 11 N 
is very healthy. Not above one, and that a little child, has 
died out of our family, ſince it removed to Betheſda. I think 
the colony (were the inhabitants ſufficiently numerous) is *
